THE SCARRONE SUICIDE. 

On Friday of last week. May 27th, 
an Italian gardener named Luigi Scar- 
rone, committed suicide in his field 
near the Twelve-Mile House on Mis¬ 
sion road, by shooting himself. Scar 
rone has been engaged the past eigh¬ 
teen months in raising violets for the 
city market on land belonging to Pe¬ 
ter Kigli at the Twelve -Mile House, 
and lived oil the laud with his daugh¬ 
ter Maria, aged 20 years, and his son 
Frank, aged 10 years. 

The deceased had never spoken to 
or in the presence of his children or 
either of them about any trouble of 
auy kind whatever, but to an Italian 
neighbor, named Giacomo Gianini, he 
talked some three days before the 
tragedy about a lawsuit with a former 
partner which had gone against him 
(Scarrone) and he had asked this 
neighbor if he could lend him some 
money, and was assured ho could have 
the money. On the morning of May 
27th Searrone’s daughter heard her 
father get up at 5 o’clock and spoke 
to him from another room. As he 
went out of the house he told his 
daughter he was going to the city. 

Instead of going to San Francisco 
Scarrone took his shotgun with a load 
of coarse shot in it and went to the 
upper corner of his Held, where his 
neighbor Gianini met and greeted him 
a few minutes past 5 o’clock. Gianini 
asked Scarrone if he was going hunt¬ 
ing and Scarrone replied that he was 
not, but that ho intended to kill him¬ 
self The neighbor paid little atten¬ 
tion to the remark, not regarding it 
as meant soriously, and went on to 
his work about 200 yards further on 
aud out of sight from the corner of 
the field where he met Scarrone. 
Within a few minutes or about 5:30 
Gianini and another workman heard 
the report of a gun and going up to 
the place where Scarrone was standing 
a few minutes before, found him 
stretched on the ground, the shotgun 
beneath him, dead. The alarm was 
given and the Coroner notified. It 
appeared from an investigation that 
the deceased, after speaking to Gia 
uini, had removed the shoe ami stock- 
ing from his right foot, tied a string 
to the trigger of the gun and to his 
great toe, placed the gun under his 
chin and Hrod the charge of shot, 
tearing away the entire left side of 
his face and head and causing instant 
death. The deceased left a wife and 
another son and daughter, who were 
supposed to lie on their way from 
Italy to joiu the family here. Evi¬ 
dently the mail’s mind was at the 
time unbalanced and such was the 
verdict. The body was interred at 
the Italian Cemetery on Sunday. The 
deceased was aged 42 years.

FROM DEATH TO LIFE. 

Charles K. Norris Cures Consumption 
by Walking t 1,000 Miles. 

Three years ago Charles E. Norris 
of San Francisco was told by physi¬ 
cians that lit* could not live over til ret* 

”—’— -;- months. One lung, 

' t irely gone front 
tlit* ravages of colt 
sumption, and tlie 

■ . ^ 

.CHARLES E. Mounts tin* last, tile 111 
trepid Invalid, who could scarcely 
crawl, took to the road, and along tin* 
11,340 miles he has tramped since then 
fputltl loerMSing health, until to day 
he Is a halt* and hearty man. 

His case, which lias been the sub¬ 
ject of infinity by physicians all over 
the country, says the New York Her¬ 
ald, Is further evidence of the efficacy 
7>r the “open air" cure, which they are 
now recommending. He says that it 
is better, because it combines with 
the exorcist* of a rugged life the cares 
or striving for existence, 

Norris Is 03 years old. lit* Imtl trav¬ 
eled extensively before In* started on 
his consumption tramp. lit* lmd 
worked in many cities, lit* knew lift* 
and men anti tin* knowledge gn\o him 
the courage it required to leave San 
Frnnciseo with but $1.00 in Ills pocket 
and face tin* fight for lift*. Ills wife 
and daughter were dead, bis brothers 
and sisters scattered, anti no one de¬ 
pended upon him. His money lmd 
been frittered away on doctors' bills 
and medicines. 

Norris is no ordinary tramp. His 
clothes are neat. Ills manners are 
good. He iloes not drink or use tobac¬ 
co. He rends Shakespeare anil knows 
the works of the great poet by heart. 
In January lit* ealletl upon President 
Roosevelt and chatted with hint sonic 
time about bis wanderings, and the 
president expressed admiration of bis 
grit. 

"This was my condition when 1 
started out from 'Frisco August S, 
1901,” says Norris. "I weighed IH1 
pounds, one lung was gone. 1 had suf¬ 
fered three hemorrhages, tin* doctors 
said a fourth would finish mt*. They 
gave me three months more of life. 
1 had $l.t>0 iu my pocket. 1 was well 
dressed and I determined to live or 
die In the open. 

"The first night 1 slept tinder a 
fence, being too weak to reach a farm 
house a little ways off. For the first 
three weeks I didn't know what day 
would be my last. Rut 1 did not grow 
any worse. My cough continued, and 
the pains between nty shoulders did 
not leave me. If I had stopped. If 1 
had given up. I would have tiled com¬ 
fortably in u few weeks. But I set 
my teeth and went on. At the end 
of the third week I noticed a slight 


improvement It continued, and be¬ 
fore two mouths had passed I lost my 
pains and my cough had dwindled to 
a memory. I was growing well." 

Norris’ mode of life is very simple. 
He wanders from place to place ns 
fancy dictates. His long Journey in 
search of health has taken him all over 
the I'nited States. He was in New 
York recently, and is now on his way 
to Buffalo. His cleanliness, straight¬ 
forward manner and a fund of anec¬ 
dotes have endeared him to railroad 
men everywhere. News of his arrival 
and departure are telegraphed in ad¬ 
vance, and he is a welcome guest with 
all. His usual bed Is on a newspaper 
in the waiting room of some depot, in 
the winter, or on the platform or bag¬ 
gage truck when warm weather pre¬ 
vails. He says he was never refused 
food but once, anti that was by a min¬ 
ister in Oregon. 

Mr. Norris thinks consumption sani¬ 
tariums are not giving the proper 
treatment to obtain the best results. 
He says that in the so-called open air 
cures he has visited the people are j 
given little or no exercise, but kept ! 
quiet, fed on milk and eggs and made j 
fat. He holds that fatness Is not ; 
healthy: that it is the power of re-1 
sistlug fatigue, of sustaining exertion 
for an extended period and of being 
vigorous that constitutes true health. 

ODD CANDLE AUCTIONS. 

Method Still Employed In a Few Kng- 
littli Parishes. 

A curious method of sale by auction, j 
which is still observed in one or two 
places as a matter of ancient custom. ; 
but which was once very common, Is i 
sale by candle, says the Ashton (En- : 
glandt Reporter. A fragment of can¬ 
dle, an Inch or less in length, was 
lighted as the tiling to be sold was put 
up, and the auctioneers received bills ; 
so long as the candle burned. The sue- . 
i-essful bid was the Inst made before J 
the flame went out. When the conipe- ; 
tltlon was all keen It must have re I 
qulred considerable acuteness and a 
nice power of discrimination on the 
part of the salesman to know who | 
spoke last. Mr. I’ep.vs gives a graphic | 
description of the sale of some old 
hulks In the Thames “by the candle” j 
and remarks that It was pleasant to 
see how backward men were at first 
to bid, lint when the candle was go ! 
ing out they bawled! 

At another admiralty sale, conduct¬ 
ed by a like method, the same chron¬ 
icler says thnt the competition was so 
sharp that they had much difficulty in 
telling who cried last. Some curious 
things besides wornout old ships were 
sold by candle. In K1H4 it was adver¬ 
tised that two elephants, the one inale 
and the other female, would be “ex¬ 
posed to salt* by candle" and that "the 
price and places where to he seen anti 
sold" were to be notified later by 
means of printed bills. The price, 
which was to be so published, was, 
presumably, the upset price fixed by 
file vender. One can hardly Imagine 
thnt tin* bidding was very lively for 
tile two ponderous creatures or that 
any prospective buyers, save perhaps 
an itinerant showman or two, would 
be likely to ;itlcntl the sale. 

Another unusual sale was Reiver- ( 
tised in the following year in the Lon¬ 
don Gazette, where it was announced 
that there would Is* “exposed to salt* 
by the candle at the Marine and Caro¬ 
lina coffee house, iu Rirchln lane * » * 
all sorts of playing cards, in small lots, 
surveyed by Robert Whitfield, master 
enrdmaker (appointed by approbation 
of tilt* company of cartlmtikcrs for that 
purpose).” It is curious that the eus- 
ioni of selling by tin* candle was flour¬ 
ishing recently and perhaps still flour¬ 
ishes in the far east. In the consular 
report on the trade of Saigon and Co- ! 
chin China, issued In 1S78, it was 
stated thill certain descriptions of 
lands were only to lit* obtained at pub 
lb* sale which wore conducted by the 
candle, the dying out of three lights - 
before si higher bid was made conclud¬ 
ing tin* bargain. The method was prob¬ 
ably Introduced by the French and 
brought lienee to this country. In a 
few English parishes the candle meth¬ 
od is still employed in the periodical 
letting of public land to the highest . 
bidder. 

Austria's Strenuous Old Emperor. 

The venerable Emperor Francis Jo¬ 
seph of Austria sets an example to Ids 
subjects in strenuosity of lift* quite 
equal to that of our youthful Presi 
ilent, says Leslie's Weekly. Winter 
anti summer the Emperor is up at 5 
In tilt* morning. At (this aids-de-camp ! 
have to be ready in case they arc j 
wanted, and state business of all kinds 
is conducted before breakfast. The 
Emperor seems to la* literally devoured, 
it is said, by a sense of duty. Every¬ 
thing else gives way to It. His majes¬ 
ty at tin* most trying and even tragic 
moments of his lift* has always attend¬ 
ed just as usual to the business of the i 
state, and those about him were 
startled on tin* day of the funeral of 
his only son to find the Emperor ready \ 
to sign the oialers for the day exactly 
as usual.

Mouth-Breathing. 

Mouth-breathing is more than a 
habit; it is an evidence of deformity 
or disease in the upper air-passages. 
A child never breathes through his 
mouth from choice. He does so either 
because the passages of the nose are 
obstructed or because his tonsils are 
enlarged, and he cannot be taught to 
breathe naturally so long ns the ole 
struction remains. In some instances 
the Interference with respiration Is 
due to a deformity of the chambers of 
the nose, but in a majority of cases 
it is caused by the presence of aden¬ 
oids in the pharynx. Enlargement of 
the tonsils may be associated with 
either of these conditions, or it may 
exist alone. 

Children who breathe through their 
mouths are always more liable to the 
diseases of tbe bronchial tubes and 
lungs. They often suffer, too, from 
disease of the ears, and they rarely 
escape the first opportunity to contract 
the acute Infections, for many of these 
gain entrance through the tonsils. But 
aside from such possibilities, the inter¬ 
ference with breathing soon produces 
a change in the features nntl a per¬ 
manent deformity of the chest quite 
like that which formerly more than 
now was regarded as an evidence of 
nn inherited tendency to consumption. 

These abnormal conditions of the 
nose nnd throat often become evident 
in enrly Infancy; they nre considered 
as due in a measure to hereditary 
transmission, for they often appear In 
several generations of a family. Their 
existence in a child is sometimes re¬ 
vealed during recovery from measles, 
scarlet fever or other acute illness. 

A tendency to catarrhal diseases of 
the throat inay develop and persist 
even after the cause has been re¬ 
moved. This must be overcome by 
exercise, cool bathing nnd other hy¬ 
gienic measures In addition to such 
local treatment as the physician may 
direct. The neck should be bathed 
with cold water morning and evening. 
The cold sponge bath every morning 
is better, but habitual cold bathing 
should he begun during the summer 
time. Muffling of the neck should be 
avoided ns much as possible. 

Graduated physical culture Is al¬ 
ways beneficial. No child Is too deli¬ 
cate to take systematic exercise under 
a competent Instructor unless It Is suf¬ 
fering from some organic disease. A 
most Important part of the course Is 
the cool shower or plunge bath at ihe 
close of each period of exercise, nnd it 
soon becomes the part that is most 
enjoyed.—Youth’s Companion.

WHY MILK SPOILS OR KEEPS. 

In an experiment on the relation of 
temperature to the keeping property j 
of milk, at the Connecticut Station, ; 
the bacteria in milk multiplied five 
fold in twenty-four hours when the 
temperature was 50 degrees F., and 
570 fold in tho same time when the 
temperature was 70 degrees. 

Milk kept at 95 curdled in eignteen 
hours, at 70 in forty-eight hours, and 
at 50 in 148 hours. So far as the 
keeping property of milk is concern¬ 
ed, low temperature is considered of 
more importance than cleanliness. 

In milk kept at 95 the species de¬ 
veloped most rapidly is the undesira¬ 
ble one known as bacillus aerogenes. 

At a temperature of 70 this species 
develops relatively less rapidly in the 
majority of cases than bacillus lactis 
acidi, which latter is very desirable in 
both cream and cheese ripening. 

The bacteria in milk kept at 50 in¬ 
crease slowly, and later consist of 
very few lactic organisms, but of mis¬ 
cellaneous types including many 
forms that render the milk unwhole¬ 
some. 

These bacteria continue to grow 
slowly day after day, but the milk 
keeps sweet because of the lactic or¬ 
ganisms do not develop abundantly. 

Such milk in the course of time be¬ 
comes far more unwholesome than 
sour milk, since it is tilled with orga¬ 
nisms that tend to produce putrefac¬ 
tion. 

Although the temperature of 50 de¬ 
grees is to be emphatically recom¬ 
mended to the dairyman for the pur¬ 
pose of keeping his milk sweet and in 
proper condition for market, ho must 
especially be on his guard against tho 
feeling that milk which is several 
days old is proper for market, even 
though it is still sweet and has not 
curdled. 

Quite the reverse is the case. Old 
milk is never wholesome, even though 
it has been kept at a temperature of 
50 degrees and still remains sweet and 
curdled. 

This very considerably modifies 
some of our previous itleas concerning 
milk, for it has been generallly be 
lieved that, so long as the milk re¬ 
mains sweet, it is iu good condition 
for use. Quite the contrary is the' 
case, if it has been kept at a tempera¬ 
ture of 50 degrees or in this vicinity. 

It is not unlikely that it is this fact 
that leads to some of the cases of ice 
cream poisoning in the summer. 

The cream is kept at a low tempera 
ture for several days, until a consid¬ 
erable quantity has accumulated or a 
demand has como for ice cream, and 
when made into ice cream, it is filled 
witli bacteria in great numbers and of 
a suspicious character.—Professor H. 
W. Conn. 

PROFITS IN GUNEA HENS. 

The guinea, which is so despised by 
so many people, is one of the most 
interesting and profitable fowls on 
the farm. They are great foragers in 
summer time when insects anil weed 
seeds are plentiful. They will make 
their own living on the two articles 
named above, either or both of which 
are a pest to the farmer. You can 


trust them in your garden. They will 
not bother anything that you want. 
When the weather gets warm in spring 
you can count on one egg from each 
hen every day, rain or shine. While 
eggs are not as largo as some eggs, if 
you want to sell them they will bring 
tho same price as other eggs. If you 
want to eat the guineas the young 
ones are just splendid. White guineas 
are best, as their flesh is whiter and 
their skin is more yellow, and they 
are not so wild as the colored ones. 
The white guineas will usually lay 
where the chicken hens lay, especial¬ 
ly it they have been raised by chicken 
hens. —Ex. 

DENTISTRY FOR SHEEP. 

Sheep occasionally are greatly bene¬ 
fited by a little attention to their 
teeth. This is more particularly so 
with old ewes retained in the flock on 
account of their good breeding quali¬ 
ties. The other day we noticed that 
an old ewe of this sort with two line 
newly dropped lambs was masticating 
her food very slowly and forming it 
into quids, which now and then fell 
out of her mouth. She also frothed 
quite noticeably when she commenced 
to eat food and was seen to be in very 
poor condition. An examination of 
her mouth showed the molar teeth to 
be loose on one side, with some of 
them very long and sharp next to the 
cheek, which had become lacerated by 
this cause. One molar had split, and 
one side of it was so loose that when 
the sheep tried to masticate, the sli¬ 
ver of tooth interfered with tho 
tongue. This loose molar was at once 
extracted by use of a human molar 
forceps. The sharp points were 
smoothed down by a few rubs of a 
coarse flat fllo, and then with a finer 
one. A short time after the opera¬ 
tion feed was put into a box, and the 
ewe vent at it with relish and chewed 
without frothing or quiddings, and 
will doubtless do well in the future, 
anti at It nst raise her lambs properly, 
which is the main object, so far as 
she is concerned. It is also quite 
possible that she will later take on 
flesh, and in that case there will be a 
profit from her which could not other¬ 
wise be gained. This case indicates 
that whenever a sheep is seen to chew 
poorly, have a discharge of froth from 
the mouth or pass quids of food, it 
will pay to examine the mouth and 
set mutters right by the timely use of 
forceps and Hie.—Ex. 

THE VALUABLE GOAT. 

The goat is tho poor man’s cow. 
Tho ordinary family in the city may 
have a supply of the best milk in the 
world at a nominal cost by keeping a 
goat. The animal will browse in the 
back yard anti back alloy. It will eat 
anything and everything. Of course 
what it eats manifests itself in the 
milk. The avorago family throws 
away enough apple, tomato and tur¬ 
nip parings, with other waste from 
the table, to keep n goat in good con¬ 
dition. The goat will oat the labels 
off tin cans in going after the paste, 
but there is no record that he evor 
ate the can itself. The goat must 
have exercise. If his rango is not 
large, a ladder placed in the back 


: yard will serve his purpose admira¬ 
bly, and he will prove his surefooted- 
ness in clambering over it. For the 
best results the goat should be milked 
three times a day, though not at all 
necessary unless convenient.—New 
I York Farmer. 

TIME TO HANDLE BEES. 

Some have said that less stings will 
be received when handling bees in 
cool, cloudy weather. Possibly there 
may be something in that with some 
i bees, especially black bees, if the air 
| is so cool that they are inclined to be 
| stupid. But it should be distinctly 
| understood that oven if the bees will 
j permit the breed nest should never 
| be disturbed when it is too cool for 
l bees to fly freely. Moreover, it is 
true in general that the warmer the 
day the better natured the bees will 
be.—Ex. 

FLOOR FOR THE POULTRY HOUSE 
Some poultry keepers prefer the 
dirt floor, some the plank and some 
cement. The advantage seems to lie 
with the cement floor. They cost but 
little more than the plank floor, last 
longer and are rat proof. It is easily 
cleaned and does not hold infection. 
You can clean them out thoroughly 
and scrub clean, as dirt lets loose 
from cement more quickly than 
boards. Many prefer the earth floor 
because it absorbs the filth and is soft 
| to the foot; but in cleaning the earth 
floor so much of the top layer must 
be taken off and this calls for fresh 
earth or gravel as an extra tilling. 
Earth floors are inclined to lie damp, 
and it is better not to have a floor 
that absorbs filth, as this tends to fi¬ 
nally keep disease among the fowls, 
j Those who prefer cement floors often 
cover them with sand or flue gravel 
and dirt to several inches depth above 
the cornout. This absorbs droppings 
under tho roosts and is soft to the 
fowls’ feet in other parts, and is eas¬ 
ily taken out.—Ex. 


ROOTS TO EWES 

Opinions differ as to the extent, to 
which ewes ought to be fed on roots 
before they are due to lamb. We 
would rather favor a limited supply of 
roots supplemented by concentrated 
food, such as oats mixed with chaff. 
This is beneficial to the health both 
of tho ewo and of the lambs she may 
be carrying. Such a diet also tends 
to bring the milk to the ewes, a point 
of supreme importance. In giving 
turnips to lambing ewes we favor 
them being given in n cut form. This 
can be easily and inexpensively ac¬ 
complished by tho machines now 
available. Of course, we need not 
add that the chief objection to trough 
footl being given is that the ewes are 
in danger of crushing each other in 
pressing forward to the troughs, anti 
that the utmost care should be taken 
that they have even a superfluous de¬ 
gree of room. — Northwest Pacific 
Farmer. 

One who is near the large cities can 
get tho most benefit from lambs Uo 
to three months old if taken to mar 
ket early and in good condition.

As no morning paper is ever printed 
in England without containing a refer¬ 
ence ill one form or another to the ! 
doings of King Edward—-evening and 
weekly newspapers very rarely, while j 
periodicals and magazines of all sorts, [ 
week by week and month by month, j 
systematically print paragraphs and 
articles about him—one might well im- ! 
agine that it is the easiest thing in the j 
world to write things about the king j 
which he will never see. 

Hut tlie truth is that if there is any 1 
leal occasion for him for any reason, I 
to see them, the chances are heavily ! 
in favor of Ids doing so. 

The king watches the English and 
continental press very closely, and 
glances through at least one dally 
paper, and very often more, every 
morning. To facilitate this process I 
being thoroughly carried out, his maj¬ 
esty subscribes to two of the best press j 
clipping agencies, who forward every 
day every line of printed matter that 
appears In any paper concerning him. i 

Two instances will show how keen \ 
is tlie king’s scrutiny of the papers in 
this way. Shortly after the accession 
there appeared in one or two journals 
personal paragraphs of a kind which 
were not In the least offensive, but 
which the king did not consider, under 
the circumstances, in the best of taste, 
and which he did not like. Forthwith 
a command—sent as a “request”—was 
sent around the offices to refrain in the 
future from tlie publication of such i 
matters. 

Again, quite recently, while he was j 
on the continent, a portrait of one of 
bis majesty’s friends was published 
in a six-penny illustrated weekly, 
with the wrong name underneath. 

Immediately the king had a letter 
written by one of bis secretaries and 
dispatched to the editor in London, in 
which he expressed his surprise and 
regret that so usually accurate a jour- ! 
nal should have permitted itself to fall 
into such an error.—New York News.
